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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The proposed amendments raise an issue of a 
new matter with respect to a limitation of "an unscored length". The said limitation is a negative limitation. Although, the applicant has 
cited Figures 15-20 and 24 in support of amendments to claims, the examiner respectfully reminds the applicant that these figures are not 
sufficient in support of the limitation of "unscored length" because it does not explicitly teach that sheet is not scored. It is suggested that 
the specification should have a written portion that would clearly suggest that the sheet is not scored or not needed to be scored. Note 
that the mere absence of a positive recitation is not basis for exclusion. Any claim containing a negative limitation, which does not have 
basis in the original disclosure, should be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph as failing to comply with the written description 
requirement.
